Some tank trucks were observed proceeding in the direction of the flight 
control station, No airex-aft were seen at the installation which was believed 
to be the aircraft repair shop, Six 37-min AA guns and a sentry were observed 
at the AA gun emplacements * 

Building No 26 on Sieges Plats in Aspern was unoccupied. Part of the building 
imB being renovated « Three majors and 2 captains wearing blue service color 
were observed at building No 7 on Sieges Plats. Building No 1 on Enzersdorf ©r 
Strasse was unguarded. The installation was frequented by officers wearing 
blue service color. Building No 22 on Zach Gass© and building No 19 on 
Lcbau Gasse were apparently unoccupied. The solid fuel dump and the eastern 
cantonment wore unguarded. No activity was observed there. 

The Konrad Kasarnc* at Gross 3Itoer sdorf was guarded by sentries wearing black- 
bordered blue epaulets , Officers and personnel wearing black-bordered blue
